ary, “appraise” means “to 

judge the quality worth 
of.” This exactly what official 
appraisers when they step 
Guernsey farm. Many progressive 
dairymen look forward apprai- 
sal opportunity have their 
cattle compared others’. They may 
not realize, though, that the people 
doing the appraisal are also closely 
monitored and evaluated. 

today’s joint-type appraisal pro- 
gram, the nine appraisers have their 
work statistically analyzed 
lar basis. Every six months, the Uni- 
ted States Department Agriculture 
(USDA) forwards the following data 
for every appraiser: 

Average and standard deviations 
trait, actual and age/stage-of- 
lactation adjusted. 

Averages trait within age 
class. 

Average trait within lactation 
stage class. 

Distribution, trait, five- 
point ranges. 

Graphs distribution one- 
point increments. 

This information plotted 
appraiser can see, graphically, the 
distribution scores for that trait. 
Ideally, each plot should look like 
bell curve. (See Graph 1.) 

The individual appraisers, the 
Joint Type Advisory Committee 
(JTAC), the appraisal coordinator 
and the executive secretary-trea- 
surers the American Guernsey 
Association (AGA) and American 
Jersey Cattle Club (AJCC) have ac- 
cess this information. ap- 
praiser given information his 
own work and compares the 
overall not how compares 
another individual appraiser. 

When the data released, the ap- 
praisers are made aware which 
areas are considered good and which 
need improvement. For example, 
appraiser may told his distribu- 
tion for some trait not broad 
enouth, but his average score ac- 
ceptable. may then given 
deadline for having adjustments 
made his appraisal scores.

some appraisers have been asked 
more work, and some apprais- 
ers have been given specific goals 
reach their next batches work, 
that their work will consistent 
with other appraisers’.” This concern 
was echoed AGA Executive Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Erick Metzger, “We 
need make sure (the appraiser) 
using all the numbers. were just 
using three numbers, the chart 
would have three spikes and 
would doing poor job.” 

Consistency among appraisers 
essential, especially when one real- 
izes what effect this program has 
sire proving programs and Predicted 
Differences (PD). Gene Barton, su- 
perintendent the AJCC’s records 
department, explains the importance 
accuracy appraising: “We want 
the appraisers see the differences 
between cows. Ideally, for any trait, 
could line cows within herd 
from highest lowest score, 
should able show, physically, 
the correlation the score phys- 
ical measure.” 

Sire PDs are based these type 
evaluations, Barton stressed. “If cows 
are misranked, may have 
erroneous genetic evaluation,” 
states. continues, “If cows receive 
the same scores, that means have 


not seen the differences between 
them; therefore, will not see dif- 
ferences the genetic evaluation 
their sires.” 

Joint Type Appraisal Coordinator 
Allen Meyer stresses, “The reliability 
(the appraisers) that they mea- 
sure what they see not what they 
want see.” All this pays off, Meyer 
explains, when breeder wants 
mate his cows. can use the type 
breakdowns correct problems 
cows through genetic improvement. 

Statistical analysis traits not 
the only evaluation that the apprais- 
ers receive. They are also evaluated 
their “bedside manner.” Metz- 
ger says, herd owners are informed, 
“If you have any comments ques- 
tions, please contact the breed office.” 

Finally, Meyer reassures, “We 
not start from scratch (when hiring 
appraisers). start with people who 
have talent and try hone it. People 
who are interested are going doa 
good job.” reference breed 
improvement, the value the ap- 
praiser and his accuracy are not 
taken lightly. Meyer says, “This 
the best system available.” virtue 
the watchful eye USDA and 
those charge the appraisal sys- 
tem, the appraisers remain accurate 
and essential part the Guernsey 
breed’s genetic improvement.

“squeeze” affecting dairy farmers can 
make tough keep the young 
calves registered, let alone the heifers 
that have already been allowed 
become year old without being reg- 
istered. This program also providesa 


cash discount for breeders who have 
kept their registrations current. The 
fees for this program are outlined 
below. 

Male registrations will still cost 
twice the fees female registrations. 
Remember, animals that are dead 
but need registered order 
register their offspring can done 
for $7.50. 

The breed has not had reduced 
registration fee program since the 
spring 1985. that time, regis- 
tration fee increase had been sche- 
duled and the AGA was encouraging 
breeders update registration be- 
fore the increase. 

Registration fees are not scheduled 
raised the end this pro- 
gram. However, the response 
these lower fees not large enough, 
the American Guernsey Association 
may need consider fee increase 
for the fall 1989 spring 1990.

Since that day 
Herman has worked with the univer- 
sity achieve great things for the 
entire dairy industry. 

Immediately after graduation, 
started his teaching career 
instructor dairy husbandry the 
University. continued teaching 
the university for years rising 
from the ranks instructor full 
professorship status. While teaching, 
Herman received his Ph.D along with 
directing many graduate students. 
addition, conducted research 
programs, supervised the universi- 
dairy herd and farm and coached 
the dairy cattle judging team for 
years. 

While the university, began 
pioneer work cattle artificial in- 
semination 1937 helping 
establish the second A.I. cooperative 
the United States Hughesville, 
Missouri. This work led one his 
greater teaching accomplishments 
the establishment the first college- 
level course artificial insemination 
the United States. 

While teaching the university 
Herman remained active the

Guernsey breed. served secre- 
tary-treasurer the Missouri Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association (GBA) for 
years. During this same time 
period, and two friends formed 
corporation and purchased Sunny- 
mede Farms Inc. Bismark, Mis- 


souri. The farm, which consisted 


356 acres, herd 180 registered 
Guernseys, and poultry and swine 
operations was purchased from the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad 1953. 
The three partners operated crea- 
mery and sold quality Golden Guern- 
sey bottled milk local markets 
until selling the operation 1972 
because their advancing age. 

Throughout his career has 
authored co-authored over 150 
scientific papers and bulletins 
dairy production, dairy cattle breed- 
ing and artificial insemination. From 
1953 1977, had monthly 
column artificial breeding 
Hoard’s Dairyman. addition, 
has written numerous articles for 
newspapers and several books. 

One article that Herman wrote 
appeared the September 1963 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. The 
article promoted registered Guern- 
seys, stating, “Guernsey breeders 
who will meet the changing picture 
and the challenge the future will 
around long time producers 
milk and seed stock.” While the ter- 
minology may different than that 
years ago, wrote still true 
today.

sires. the same article from 1963, 
Herman pushed for top-notch proven 
Guernsey bulls. stated, “Guernsey 
breeders control the destiny our 
breed...the breeding superior seed 
stock results from vision and the 
patience and the courage use and 
develop herd sires.” 

vision for the artificial 
insemination industry led him 
many different occupations. After 
leaving the university 1953, 
became the first executive secretary 
for the National Association Ani- 
mal Breeders (NAAB). this posi- 
tion, helped guide and shape the 
artificial insemination program 
the United States and cooperating 
countries for years. 

Once established NAAB head- 
quarters Columbia, founded 
the Digest, NAAB’s first official 
publication. led the way for the 
establishment beef A.I. conferen- 
ces and the policy free enterprise 
program. 1972, retired from 
NAAB and was accorded the title 
executive secretary emeritus 
NAAB. 

After allowing short break 
from dairy organizations, Herman 
served the A.I. coordinator for the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
(PDCA) from 1974 1976. During 
this time spent summer the 
state Minas Gerais, Brazil, 
establishing beef and dairy cattle 
improvement program. During the 
winter months was also in-

sor emeritus dairy science and holding Foremost Fayette Ada Rex 
Ricketts, chairman the dairy science department. 
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structor the University Missouri, 
teaching approximately Korean 
students herd management and cat- 
tle breeding. 

career revolved around 
the Guernsey breed. Throughout his 
lifetime, held many positions 
the American Guernsey Cattle Club 
(now the American Guernsey Associ- 
ation). served the board 
directors from 1967 1977 and was 
president from 1969 1974. 

While member the AGA board, 
Herman was appointed serve 
the United States Department 
Agriculture (USDA) Dairy Research 
Joint Task Force. The task force was 
organized 1967 consider the 
long-range research needs the 
dairy industry and recommend 
procedures carry out these pro- 
grams. Herman worked with nine 
other members from the agriculture 
community this project. 

retired from the AGA board 
directors, Herman was awarded the 
AGA Distinguished Service Award. 
This award was presented him 
the 1977 national convention. Other 
dairy organizations have also hon- 
ored Herman. The Dairy Shrine 
selected him the 1974 Guest 
Honor “recognize lifetime out- 
standing contributions the dairy 
industry.” was also inducted into 
the Agriservice Foundation Hall 
Fame pioneer artificial insem- 
ination research. 

the recipient Agriservices 
Foundation “All Time Great Dairy- 
man Award” headed into his 80th 
year received, August one the 
most important awards his career. 
The University Missouri conferred 
upon Herman the Degree Doctor 
Science, Honoris Causa, for his ser- 
vice the university and the 
American agriculture industry. 

Throughout his career Herman’s 
wife years, Lucille Edith Land, 
has been his side. They have two 
sons, one orthodontist Saudi 
Arabia and the other dairy con- 
sultant Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. Both Herman’s wife and two 
sons are graduates the University 
Missouri are two their ten 
grandchildren. 

Herman stated Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal article from Sep- 
tember 1972, “the years have flown 
swiftly and each has been filled with 
activity and challenges,” this in- 
cludes “my years teaching and 
research the University Mis- 
souri and beginning work the 
field 1937.” “It has been good 
fortune part the most excit- 
ing and revolutionary area the 
improvement cattle man has ever 
witnessed... indebted many 
individuals and organizations for 
their support.”

Pricing Milk Farmers Multiple Component Basis

During the past year, milk market- 
ing, specifically, methods milk 
pricing, has been drawn into the 
limelight the dairy industry. The 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal staff 
has kept our readers up-to-date 
possible publishing “Equity News” 
regular basis. keeping with 
that objective, the first section 
extensive report milk pricing was 
published the September issue 
the Journal, followed continua- 
tion October. This month, the 
third and final section the report 
concludes with the authors’ views 
the importance milk quality and 
multiple component pricing’s (MCP) 
potential impact producers and 
the industry, well their ideas 
how implement MCP into federal 
milk marketing orders. 

Importance Milk Quality 

most instances, milk quality 
standards are used conjunction 
with MCP programs. While more re- 
search needed this area, 
commonly known that milk quality 
affects dairy product yield. Research 
indicates that mastitis increases 
somatic cells and changes the pro- 
tein composition milk. milk 
with high somatic cell count (over 
500,000), the protein content chan- 
ges from casein whey protein, leav- 
ing total protein content about the 
same (Table 2). However, the protein 
changes are undesirable for cheese 
makers because cheese yield depends 
upon the casein content, not whey 
protein. shown Table with 
only small change protein test, 
cheddar cheese yield per hundred- 
weight milk decreased from 10.9 
pounds for milk with somatic cell 


count one million. Without qual- 
ity standard establish eligibility 
for protein premiums, cheese plant 
could paying some producers 
premium when their high somatic 
cell count resulted reduced cheese 
yields per hundred pounds milk. 

Incorporating MCP Into Federal 

Milk Marketing Orders 

already indicated, current pro- 
visions federal orders not ac- 
commodate MCP, except for the Great 
Basin-Lake Mead order. major 
obstacle the incorporation MCP 
into federal milk marketing orders 
the opposition fluid milk bottlers. 
This stems primarily from two fac- 
tors. The first the inability 
bottlers standardize milk with 
respect solids-not-fat (SNF) pro- 
tein content. The second involves the 
difficulty recovering additional 
raw-product costs fluid (beverage) 
milk products the market place. 

Minimum federal legal standards 
for SNF have been established for all 
beverage milk. Any SNF above the 
minimum legal requirement adds 
the bottlers expense. recover this 
additional cost, the handler would 
need either reduce the SNF con- 
tent the minimum level and use 
the surplus SNF another product 
charge higher price for beverage 
milk. Neither option practical. The 
only way downward-standardize 
the SNF content milk add liq- 
uid (water), and that illegal. Ob- 
taining higher price the market- 
place difficult since consumers 
generally regard beverage milk 
“generic” item. Therefore, fluid 
bottlers who receive raw milk with 
higher-than-average SNF content 
under MCP would incur higher costs 
than their competitors with prac- 
tical way recover these additional 
expenses.

The case protein being compo- 
nent priced MCP program 
similar the SNF situation, even 
though there currently are legal 
minimum standards for protein lev- 
els milk. Recovery the additional 
costs protein bottler not 
feasible due the same factors that 
make additional SNF costs unre- 
coverable. 

Despite these problems, incorpo- 
rating multiple component pricing 
into federal milk marketing orders 
justified for several reasons. would 
provide more equitable method 
paying producers, particularly since 
over half federal order milk util- 
ized for manufactured dairy prod- 
ucts. Second, increasing number 
MCP plans are operating outside 
the federal order program, that is, 
industry-sponsored programs. These 
programs are often quite dissimilar, 
resulting confusion, inequity, and 
even inefficiency the marketplace. 
MCP under the federal order pro- 
gram would help create stability 
and equity fluid market pools. 
Third, technological advances test- 
ing now allow for MCP federal 
orders. Fourth, MCP consistent 
with interest increasing minimum 
standards fluid milk products. 

Different solutions the problem 
MCP federal milk marketing 
orders have been suggested. One ap- 
proach price Class (beverage) 
milk currently done, that is, the 
basis volume plus butterfat dif- 
ferential. Milk utilized Class 
(soft manufactured products) and 
Class III (butter, milk powder and 
cheese) would priced the basis 
the butterfat and protein SNF 
component pounds used each 
respective class. Individual produc- 
ers would paid for butterfat and 
protein SNF pounds marketed plus 
amount representing the differ- 
ential for fluid milk and soft manu- 
factured products. This essentially 
the MCP plan incorporated into the 
Great Basin-Lake Mead order effec- 
tive April 1988. Producers are paid 
for their pounds butterfat and pro- 
tein marketed. addition, Class 
and differentials are pooled and 
returned producers according 
milk volume marketed. 

Another suggested solution the 
problem unequal Class raw- 
product costs involves raising the 
minimum standards for components 
beverage milk items. The stand- 
ards would raised level that 
would approximate the average per- 
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centages raw milk. This would 
eliminate significant portion the 
disparity Class raw product costs 
arising from implementing MCP. 
However, all bottlers with raw milk 
composition below this higher level 
would need fortify their products 
achieve the minimum level. Milk 
bottlers with nonfat components 
higher than minimum market aver- 
ages would still unable recover 
their raw product costs. 


Impact Producers 
and the Industry 

Implementing MCP plan will 
not affect the total amount money 
dairy plant has available pay its 
producers, least the short run. 
This because product yields for the 
plant are unchanged. Thus, the 
short run, the size the revenue pie 
stays the same only its division 
among the producers changes. This 
change may mean more equitable 
distribution the pie according toa 
more appropriate economic value 
each individual producer’s milk. 
Some producers will receive higher 
price than currently and others will 
receive price, depending upon 
their butterfat and SNF composition. 

the long run, plant yields 
(cheese) and plant efficiency may 
increase with component pricing 
plans, resulting more money 
paid out producers. This may come 
about through the breeding and 
feeding high-solids-producing 
dairy cattle the part existing 
producers through attracting new 
producers with higher-solids milk 
the plant. If, through raising min- 
imum standards, advertising, 
promotion and nutritional educa- 
tion, consumers place higher eco- 
nomic value fluid milk with addi- 
tional solids, improved sales and 
prices may result here well. 

Table illustrates the effect 
change producer pay price with 
change butterfat test but achange 
protein test using end-product 
pricing for cheddar cheese. The 
example assumes that the net cheese 
value (income minus operating cost 
and allowance for profit) the plant 
$1.06 per pound. With end-product 
pricing, producer having 3.5 per- 
cent butterfat test and only per- 
cent protein test would receive pay 
price $9.43 per hundredweight. 
Another producer with the same 3.5 
percent butterfat test but 3.5 percent 
protein test would paid $10.77 per 
hundredweight, $1.34 per hundred- 
weight more. Under the traditional 
payment method using only but- 
terfat differential with 3.5 percent 
butterfat test base, both produc- 
ers would have received the same 
price $10.34 per hundredweight. 
With such differences value, one 
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can easily understand why produc- 
ers with above-average protein-to- 
butterfat ratios argue for MCP. 
Table compares producer-pay pri- 
ces under end-product pricing with 
conventional use butterfat dif- 
ferential. Average butterfat-to-pro- 
tein relationships are used. The 
comparison again assumes net 
cheese value the plant level 
$1.06 per pound, and butterfat dif- 
ferential cents. The producer- 
pay price for 3.5 percent butterfat 
and 3.2 percent protein test 
assumed $10.34 when only 
using butterfat differential. 


Producers with below-average 
tests, butterfat and protein would 
receive higher price using butterfat 
differentials than under end-product 
pricing. 

Similar comparisons may made 
using both butterfat differential 
and protein total SNF differen- 
tial. Producer-pay prices would vary 
depending upon values assigned 
the differentials. Nevertheless, the 
same type change producer-pay 
prices will occur this example. 
Producers with below-average tests 
would receive less for their milk

under MCP than using only butter- 
fat differential and those with above- 
average tests would receive more. 
With MCP programs using appro- 
priate economic values milk com- 
ponents, producer payments will 
more equitable than they are now. 
Milk plants will benefit paying for 
milk based upon its market value. 


Producers with above-average milk 
composition will benefit from higher 
prices. This should incentive 
for dairy farmers produce milk 
possessing the composition demand- 
the industry. milk composi- 
tion improves, milk plant efficiency 
should improve through increased 
product yields. Increased plant effi- 


ciency could lead improved prices 
for producers and the same time 
even more reasonable dairy product 
prices along with improved nutri- 
tional quality consumers.
